Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  hereby  submit  my  Nineteenth  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  your  district,  together 
with  the  report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 
Mr.  M.  B.  H.  Churchill. 

The  following  are  the  main  features  of  the  vital 
statistics.  The  estimated  population  of  27,120  shows 
an  increase  of  160  over  the  previous  year.  The  increase 
of  births  over  deaths  was  178,  the  Live  Birth  Rate  was 
19.4  per  thousand  of  the  estimated  population  and  the 
Still-Birth  Rate  was  0.19  per  thousand.  There  were  18 
more  deaths  this  year  than  the  previous  year;  the 
majority  of  deaths  were  people  aged  65  years  and  over. 
Deaths  from  Cancer  numbered  58,  Coronary  Disease 
and  Angina,  50,  and  other  Heart  Diseases,  50. 

The  general  health  of  the  district’s  population  during 
1959  was  of  a  high  standard.  No  serious  outbreaks  of 
infectious  disease  occurred.  The  number  of  infectious 
diseases  notified  was  760  as  against  141  in  1958.  No 
cases  of  Diphtheria  and  one  case  of  Poliomyelitis  was 
notified  during  the  year. 

In  the  No.  5  area  of  Durham  County,  which  includes 
this  district,  vaccination  with  B.C.G.  was  continued. 
The  Ministry  of  Health  requested  that  the  age  limit  be 
extended  from  13  to  20.  Previously  this  form  of  pro¬ 
tection  against  Tuberculosis  was  for  those  aged  13  only. 

The  overall  picture  reveals  that  approximately  two 
thirds  of  scholars  are  negative  to  skin  testing.  Less 
than  1  per  cent  did  not  avail  themselves  of  this  impor¬ 
tant  field  of  protection.  Out  of  thousands  skin-tested 
and  vaccinated  in  the  above  area  there  were  no 
complications. 

Anti-poliomyelitis  vaccination  was  pressed  forward 
during  the  year.  Some  six  to  eight  sessions  were  held 
every  month.  The  vast  majority  have  now  had  both 
the  primary  and  secondary  injections  and  about  60% 
the  third  dose. 
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As  in  previous  years  lectures  in  ‘First  Aid’,  ‘How  to 
keep  well!’  and  Old  Age  Problems  were  given.  A 
number  of  old  age  pensioners  were  visited  at  the  request 
of  their  doctor.  All  were  subsequently  admitted  to 
hospital  or  a  geriatric  unit  and  some  were  listed  for 
Part  III  Accommodation  under  the  County  Scheme. 

As  before,  men  about  to  be  employed  by  this  Autho¬ 
rity  were  examined  for  entry  to  the  Sickness  Benefit 
Scheme.

Deaths  and  Death  Rate. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  in  the  district  during  1959 
(corrected  for  inward  and  outward  transfers,  and  includ¬ 
ing  deaths  from  all  causes  and  at  all  ages)  was  349,  viz., 
189  males  and  160  females.  The  recorded  death-rate 
being  12.9  per  thousand  of  the  estimated  population. 

The  Comparability  Factor  for  deaths  is  0.97  and  the 
Corrected  Death-Rate  calculated  therefrom  is  12.5  per 
thousand  of  the  estimated  population.

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Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  ambulance  service  is  operated  under  the  direction 
of  the  Durham  County  Council.  All  telephone  calls  or 
other  messages  in  respect  to  the  service  of  an  ambul¬ 
ance  are  now  directed  to  Durham  3426  which  is  the 
ambulance  Headquarters  Control,  Framwellgate  Moor, 
Durham,  covering  the  parishes  of  Ryhope,  Silksworth, 
Tunstall,  Ford,  Offerton  and  the  Herringtons,  or  Heb- 
burn  32157,  the  ambulance  station  at  1  St.  John’s 
Avenue,  Hebburn,  covering  the  parish  of  Hylton. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Bacteriological  examination  of  sputa,  faeces  and 
throat  swabs  are  now  undertaken  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  Hylton 
Road,  Sunderland,  under  the  direction  of  P.  B.  Crone, 
M.D.,  Dip.,  Bact.  According  to  reports  received  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  following  specimens 
were  submitted  for  examination  : —

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

During  the  year,  760  cases  of  infectious  disease,  in¬ 
cluding  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  were  notified  as  com¬ 
pared  with  141  cases  for  the  previous  year  and  1,015 
cases  in  1957. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Twenty-one  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  during 
the  year.  The  disease  was  of  a  mild  type  and  caused  no 
anxiety. 

Diptheria. 

There  were  no  notifications  of  diphtheria  throughout 
the  year. 
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Poliomyelitis. 

One  case  of  acute  poliomyelitis,  of  the  paralytic  type, 
was  notified  during  the  year. 

Measles. 

Cases  of  measles  notified  during  1959  amounted  to 
645.  Measles  is  a  disease  which  shows  periodic  increase, 
cycles  every  three  or  five  years;  very  few  children  escape 
infection. 

The  appended  Table  sets  out  in  detail  the  notifica¬ 
tions  of  infectious  disease  during  the  year  1959  together 
with  the  ages  at  which  the  disease  occurred  and  the  in¬ 
cidence  in  each  of  the  respective  parishes  ;  the  number 
of  cases  treated  at  infectious  disease  hospitals  is  also 
shown.

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  the 
Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations 
1925,  in  relation  to  persons  suffering  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  employed  in  the  milk  trade. 

No  action  has  been  taken  under  Section  72  of  the 
Public  Health  Act  1936,  which  relates  to  the  compulsory 
removal  to  hospital  of  persons  suffering  from  Tuber¬ 
culosis. 


Central  Kitchens. 

The  Education  Authority’s  central  kitchens  have 
again  been  supervised  throughout  the  year.  It  was  not 
found  necessary  to  make  recommendations  with  regard 
to  the  interior  decoration,  etc. 


Disinfection  of  Premises. 

Disinfection  of  premises  and  bedding  has  been  carried 
out  by  your  staff  on  the  removal  of  cases  of  infectious 
disease,  and  on  the  termination  of  the  period  of  isolation 
if  the  patient  was  isolated  at  home.  Disinfections  were 
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also  carried  out  at  houses  where  the  death  or  removal  of 
a  person  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  had  occurred. 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

As  before,  the  district  was  supplied  by  the  Sunderland 
and  South  Shields  Water  Board.  Bacteriological  exam¬ 
inations  were  carried  out  by  the  owners;  the  examina¬ 
tions  being  necessary  in  case  any  water-borne  disease 
had  been  brought  into  the  district. 

The  whole  area  (apart  from  some  scattered  farms)  is 
now  provided  with  a  piped  water  supply. 
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CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S 
ANNUAL  REPORT 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  —  COLLECTION  AND 
DISPOSAL  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE. 

Refuse  Collection. 

Regular  collections  of  house  refuse  were  again  main¬ 
tained  throughout  the  year  without  any  difficulty  what¬ 
soever.  The  comparatively  mild  winter  and  the  fact  that 
the  refuse  collection  vehicles  are  only  two  years  old  has 
meant  that  time  lost  in  man-hours  during  the  period 
was  reduced  to  an  absolute  minimum. 

If  proposals  put  forward  for  private  housing  develop¬ 
ment  within  the  Council’s  area  materialise,  there  will 
be  a  rapid  increase  in  the  number  of  new  houses,  and 
these,  together  with  the  District  Council’s  housing 
programme,  will  make  the  present  refuse  collection 
rounds  rather  unwieldy.  In  order  to  meet  this  situation, 
the  Council  have  resolved  to  purchase,  when  required, 
an  additional  18  cu.  yd.  capacity  dual-tip  refuse  collec¬ 
tion  vehicle. 

Four  Karrier  ‘Gamecock’  Vehicles,  each  fitted  with 
an  18  cu.  yd.  capacity  dual-tip  body,  were  regularly 
employed  in  carrying  out  the  collection  of  the  house 
refuse,  and  the  staff  employed  in  connection  therewith 
were  four  drivers  and  sixteen  loaders. 

Each  vehicle  is  powered  with  a  diesel  engine,  which 
means  that  within  a  period  of  eighteen  months  there 
has  been  a  complete  changeover  from  petrol  to  diesel, 
and  the  whole  of  the  service  of  refuse  collection  and 
disposal  is  now  performed  with  the  aid  of  diesel  fuel, 
and  there  has  been  a  resulting  saving  of  £450  over  the 
year. 

All  premises  within  the  district  enjoy  a  weekly  col¬ 
lection  and  approximately  30%  of  the  dwelling-houses 
are  served  with  a  twice-weekly  collection. 

During  the  year,  618,526  dustbins  holding  11,282  tons 
of  refuse  were  dealt  with,  representing  a  weekly  collec¬ 
tion  and  disposal  of  217  tons. 

The  total  annual  cost  of  the  refuse  collection  service 
for  the  financial  year  ending  31st  March,  1960,  was 
£13,779  which  is  equivalent  to  £l-4s.-5d.  per  ton  of 
refuse  collected. 
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Refuse  Disposal. 

The  refuse  from  the  Parishes  of  Ryhope,  Silksworth, 
Tunstall,  Herrington,  Offerton  and  part  of  Ford  (rep¬ 
resenting  approximately  80%  of  the  district’s  refuse) 
was  disposed  of  on  the  old  Burdon  Street  site,  situated 
in  a  central  part  of  Ryhope. 

This  land  is  owned  by  the  Council  and  tipping  has 
been  in  progress  on  the  site  for  about  seven  years.  The 
refuse,  when  tipped,  is  levelled  and  consolidated  with 
the  assistance  of  a  Fordson  Major  Tractor  fitted  with 
a  “Muledozer”  blade  and  Rotaped  Tracks. 

When  tipping  operations  are  completed  it  is  intended 
to  develop  the  land  in  question  as  a  football  field  and 
children’s  playground.  Application  has  been  made  by 
the  Council  to  have  the  site  accepted  under  the  auspices 
of  the  King  George’s  Fields  Foundation,  and  the  com¬ 
pleted  scheme  will  go  a  long  way  to  fulfilling  a  long- 
needed  requirement  in  the  Ryhope  area. 

Test  weighings  of  the  refuse  have  been  carried  out  at 
intervals  with  the  result  that  it  is  possible  to  give  a  more 
accurate  estimate  of  the  total  weight  of  refuse  collected 
and  disposed  of  during  the  year. 

The  cost  of  disposing  of  11,282  tons  of  refuse  from 
the  whole  of  the  district  amounted  to  £1,444  the  equi¬ 
valent  of  2s.  7d.  per  ton. 

For  approximately  seven  years  the  refuse  from  the 
Castletown  area  has  been  disposed  of  upon  an  area  of 
land  situated  to  the  south-west  of  the  colliery.  In  the 
early  part  of  January  the  National  Coal  Board  com¬ 
municated  their  intention  to  use  this  area  of  land  and 
gave  notice  to  this  effect  to  the  Council,  pointing  out 
that  the  site  must  be  vacated  by  the  Council  by  the  1st 
April,  1959. 

Tipping  facilities  in  the  Castletown  area  have  always 
been  very  difficult,  and  it  was  simply  impossible  to  find 
a  suitable  alternative  site,  with  the  result  that  the 
Council  have  made  arrangements  with  the  Sunderland 
County  Borough  as  from  1st  April,  1959,  to  use  the 
Fulwell  Refuse  Tip  for  the  disposal  of  house  refuse 
from  this  area.  The  Council  must,  of  course,  pay  the 
County  Borough  for  this  privilege.

Collections  of  waste  paper  as  a  separate  item  of  house 
refuse  continues  to  be  effective  as  a  means  of  reducing 
costs,  however  small  this  contribution  may  be.  From 
time  to  time  efforts  have  been  made  to  increase  the 
amount  of  waste  paper  for  consignment  to  the  Mills,  but 
it  seems  that  as  soon  as  some  practicable  results  are 
secured,  the  market  shows  a  deterioration  and  as  a 
result,  restricted  quotas  are  enforced  by  the  Mills  upon 
the  authorities  under  contract  to  them. 

At  the  time  of  compiling  this  report  there  are  no 
restrictive  quotas  in  operation,  and  it  appears  to  be  an 
opportunity  to  once  again  revive  the  system  of  canvas¬ 
sing  and  advertising,  with  a  view  to  increasing  the 
collections  of  waste  paper.  It  should  be  possible,  with 
a  little  effort,  to  reach  a  target  of  25  tons  per  month. 

Regular  collections  of  waste  paper  are  made  by  means 
of  having  trailers  attached  to  the  rear  of  the  refuse 
vehicles  and  collecting  waste  paper  at  the  same  time, 
and  with  the  same  frequency,  as  that  of  house  refuse. 

The  collectors  still  continue  to  have  the  benefit  of  a 
bonus  scheme  and  the  total  amount  of  bonus  paid  out 
for  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1960,  was  £363-2s.-ld.

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Clean  Air  Act,  1956. 

A  report  was  submitted  to  the  Council  upon  the 
contents  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Circular  5/59  relating  to  Smoke  Control  Areas, 
and  arising  therefrom  the  Council  resolved  that  such 
steps  be  taken  as  may  be  necessary  in  the  making  of 
a  ‘smoke  control  area’  in  the  Parish  of  Herrington  and 
then  possibly  extending  to  South  Hylton. 

The  decision  to  proceed  on  the  above  lines  was 
actuated  by  the  fact  that  the  Sunderland  County 
Borough  were  likely  to  proceed  with  a  programme 
which  would  include  areas  contiguous  to  the  two 
Parishes  mentioned  above. 

In  the  Herrington  area  it  is  estimated  that  there  are 
approximately  700  premises  and  an  area  of  about  300 
acres,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  169  visits  had  been 
made  for  the  purpose  of  securing  such  preliminary  in¬ 
formation  as  is  required  for  the  first  stage  in  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  a  smoke  control  area. 

In  addition,  8  visits  were  made  to  the  industrial 
premises  within  the  area  to  check  upon  details  of  the 
installations  in  operation. 

Swimming  Baths. 

There  are  no  such  baths  in  the  area. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

During  the  year  only  two  complaints  were  received 
in  respect  to  bug  infested  premises.  The  occupiers  were 
made  responsible  for  “stripping”  the  walls  and  the 
owners  required  to  remove  skirtings,  door  moulds,  etc., 
the  rooms  were  treated  thereafter  with  a  reliable  insec¬ 
ticide.  The  work  of  disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  a 
workman  of  the  Health  Department. 

Drainage. 

The  arrangement,  inspection  and  subsequent  testing 
of  drains  is  the  responsibility  of  the  department,  and 
the  Council’s  direct  labour  schemes,  together  with  the 
growing  influx  of  private  house  development,  make 
many  calls  upon  the  time  of  the  inspectors,  with  the 
result  that  a  considerable  amount  of  time  has  to  be 
devoted  to  this  branch  of  the  work  each  year,  6,498 
yards  of  4  ins.  drain  and  214  yards  of  6  ins.  drain  were 
tested,  involving  some  201  visits. 
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Rodent  Control. 

During  the  year  two  treatments  were  again  under¬ 
taken  and  completed  on  each  set  of  sewers  in  the  dis¬ 
trict.  Several  treatments  on  each  of  the  three  refuse 
tips  in  the  area  were  also  undertaken  and  it  is  pleasing 
to  be  able  to  report  that  none  of  the  three  tips  bore  the 
mark  of  a  major  infestation. 

Surveys  have  been  made  at  various  intervals  to  deter¬ 
mine  what  degree  of  infestation  exists  particularly  in  the 
vicinity  of  business  premises,  and  where  such  premises 
were  infested,  treatments  were  carried  out  and  a  charge 
sufficient  to  cover  normal  expenses  was  made  against 
the  owner  of  the  premises. 

Infestations  in  dwelling-houses  are  dealt  with  free  of 
charge. 

The  whole  work  throughout  the  year  was  effected  by 
a  trained  rodent  operative  and  the  methods  used  were 
those  prescribed  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fish¬ 
eries  and  Food  (Rodent  Division).

Still  more  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  in 
the  task  of  dealing  with  unfit  houses  in  the  district,  al¬ 
though  only  one  Clearance  Order  was  made  by  the 
Council,  comprising  36  houses  and  69  families.  In 
addition,  34  houses  containing  36  families  were  dealt 
with  as  individual  unfit  houses. 

A  total  of  321  visits  were  made  in  respect  to  slum 
clearance  work  in  the  period  under  review.

Housing  Act,  1949  (Amended  by  the  Housing  Repairs 
and  Rents  Act,  1954). 

During  the  year  sixteen  applications  under  Section  20 
of  the  above  Act  were  received  from  owner- occupiers 
who  were  desirous  of  improving  the  standard  of  their 
houses  by  the  provision  of  a  bathroom,  hot  and  cold 
water  supply  and  modern  kitchenette. 

All  the  applications  were  allowed  but  six  were  not 
proceeded  with  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  improvements  effected  in  the  ten  dwellings  in¬ 
volved  a  total  cost  of  £4,024-7s.-10d.,  and  the  total 
amount  of  the  grants  given  was  £l,470-0s.-0d.  The 
Council  have  resolved  to  allow  a  maximum  grant  of 
£150  for  each  dwelling. 

House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959. 

An  enormous  amount  of  publicity  was  given  to  the 
advent  of  the  above  legislation,  both  in  the  press  and 
through  other  channels,  advising  residents  that 
‘‘Standard  Grants”  were  available  to  them  as  a  matter 
of  “right”. 

Numerous  enquiries  were  received  from  owners  of 
premises  as  a  result  of  such  publicity,  but  subsequent 
visits  to  the  houses  revealed  that  they  were  not  suitably 
fitted  to  qualify  for  the  Standard  Grant,  and  that,  if 
improvement  was  desired,  the  only  possible  procedure 
was  an  application  for  a  “Discretionary  Grant”. 

Of  the  six  firm  applications  made  during  the  year  for 
a  Standard  Grant,  only  one  house  satisfied  the  require¬ 
ments  and  was  given  approval  for  the  carrying  out  of 
the  necessary  amenities.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

The  inspection  and  supervision  of  food  intended  for 
human  consumption  has  received  the  usual  keen  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  department  during  the  year. 

The  service  has  covered  the  inspection  of  all  meat, 
both  home-killed  and  imported;  the  inspection  of  all 
doubtful  canned  foods  offered  for  sale;  the  supervision 
of  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  ice-cream  and  the  in¬ 
spection  of  all  premises  upon  which  food  is  manufac¬ 
tured  or  stored  for  the  purpose  of  sale.

Ice  Cream. 

There  are  four  premises  within  the  district  where  ice¬ 
cream  is  manufactured  for  sale  and  there  are  33  other 
premises  registered  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1955,  as  being  satisfactory  for  the  storage  and  sale  only. 

All  premises  are  visited  regularly  for  the  purpose 
of  ascertaining  that  the  commodity  is  manufactured, 
stored  and  sold  under  hygienic  conditions,  and  that  all 
utensils  used  in  connection  therewith  are  sterilised  and 
free  from  contamination. 

Regular  samples  of  ice-cream  are  taken  and  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination. 
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The  total  number  of  samples  taken  was  140,  and  the 
reports  received  thereon  showed  the  following  results: —

Precautions  against  the  Contamination  of  Food. 

The  inspection  of  premises  in  which  food  is  manu¬ 
factured  for  human  consumption  has  again  received 
due  attention.  Such  inspections  have  been  carried  out 
regularly  and  made  a  matter  of  routine. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  681  visits  were  made  for 
this  purpose. 

Licensed  Premises. 

The  inspection  of  licensed  premises  within  the  area 
was  again  continued,  in  the  course  of  which  22  visits 
were  made. 
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INSPECTION  OF  MEAT 

The  usual  inspection  of  all  carcases  was  again  main¬ 
tained  during  the  year  on  the  principle  that  the  essence 
of  efficient  meat  inspection,  in  the  matter  of  ensuring  a 
safe  meat  supply  to  the  public,  is  that  it  should  be 
regular  and  carried  out  as  a  matter  of  routine. 


All  animals  slaughtered  in  the  district  are  inspected 
before  being  exposed  for  sale,  and  no  carcases  or  organs 
are  allowed  to  leave  the  slaughterhouse  without  ex¬ 
amination. 

No  evidence  of  “Cysticercus  Bovis”  was  found  to  be 
present  in  any  of  the  carcases  examined. 


The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  inspec¬ 
ted  during  1959  was  3,203,  and  a  total  of  107  visits  to 
the  slaughterhouse  were  made  for  this  purpose.
